Vatican City —({Radio-NC)— 
In a radio message addressed 
to the world Pope Pius XII has 
appealed for an end to re- 
pressions, plans for war and 
power politics «among nations. 

The Holy Father recommended 
that as soon as possible “all those 
who want the world to tread the 
path of the honor and the dignity 
of the Sons of God” bind them- 
selves closely in a solid public pact 
that would defend its members 
and isolate those who stray from 
the path of justice and peace. 

In a broadcast carried directly 
by 11 national radio networks, the 
Holy Father addressed “men and 


women, intellectuals, laboring 
men, artisans and agricultural 
workers of whatever race or 
country.” 


HE SPOKE of the anguish he 
felt at the sufferings of the Hun- 
garian people, “guilty of having 
sought respect for fundamental 
human rights.” To this, he said, 
there is added anxiety for the 
peace which is endangered and 
“our sorrow at seeing a thinning 
in the ranks of those on whose 
authority, union and goodwill it 
was felt much reliance could be 
placed for the progressive re- 
establishment of concord among 
nations in justice and in true 
freedom.” 


The questions of peace and just 
freedom have taken a backward 
step, he said. 


“The slender thread of trust 
. « » seems to be broken. Sus- 
picion and distrust have dug a 
deeper abyss of separation ... 
The world has witnessed the 
repetition of a policy which 
places the arbitrary act of one 
side economic interests 
above human life and moral .

'NCCW Told | 
‘Miracle Of Love’ 
Needed To Offset 
Current Of Hatred

- Chicago —(NC)}— The hope 
that “a miracle of love” strong 
enough to “prevail over the 
hatred that even how radiates 
from our souls with effects 
more disastrous than the radi- 
ation from our nuclear experimen- 
tation” was expressed by Boston’s 
Archbishop Richard J. Cushing 
here.
